In his Youth he applied himſelf 
to the Study of the Civil and Canon 
Law at Oxfora, being made Fellow of Made Tellow of 
New-College by William Wyckam , then, New: College 
Biſhop of Wizcheſter, who had lately -trrragh 7 
at a vaſt Charge founded and endow'd Wyckam, 
with large Revenues two ſtately Col- 


leges, one at Oxford, and the other at

Wincheſter. ln theſe Studies of the 
Law he improvd his good natural 
Parts by his great Induſtry, and com- 
menc'd Doctor 13 that Faculty. 

He lefr tne Univerſity at the inſtance 
of Robert Medeford Biſhop of S4lisbury, 
who took him firſt into his Houſe and 
Family, and afterwards communicated 
allo to him his moſt private and impor- 
tant Concerns, with whom he ever 
after preſeryv'd a ftrict and intimare 
Friendſhip. He was preterr'd by him 
to the Archdeacoary of Silisbury, which 
was his firſt ſtep to Eccleſiaſtical Pro- 
motions, But one Walter Fitzpers a 
Prieſt, commenc'd a Suit againſt him 
for this Dignity, claiming it by vertue 


of a Grant from King Herry the Fourth, 


under the Great Seal. 'The Caule be- 
ing brought by Appeal before Thomas 
Arzadel Archbiſhop of Canterbury, the 
Archdeaconry Was adjudg'd to Henry 
Chichele, by the Auditor of the Arch- 
biſhop's Court, who was deputed with 


full Power to determine this affair.

The firſt publick Eraploy- 
ment that he had, beſide thoſe Affairs 
which he diſpatch'd for the King here

Boniface before his eleQion was not 
only expert in Writing, Singing, and 
alt other kinds of Learning, excepr 
Grammar, but was allo very well vers'd 
in the management of pub'ick Atairs ; 
and after his advancement, his whole 
deſign, during his Government, was to 
enrich his Nephews by the fzle of all 
things belonging to the Church, which 
Trade he carried on in the moſt ſhame- 
ful and ſcandalous manner that ever was 
practts'd by any of the Popes. 

Ic was he that firſt impos'd the Tax 
of Axnates upon Eccleſiaſtical Prefer- 
ments, by which every one that was 


preſented to a Benetice 1n any place, was: 
oblig'd to pay halt the yeariy income of _ 


it into the Pope's Treaſury ; which Im- 
polition was admitted by all Chriſtian 
Nations, except the Ezxoliſh'; for with 
us 1t was exacted only of the Biſhops, 
but all ocher Benetices were exempred 
from it. Nor was his Avarice ſatisfied 
with this Device ; for he ſutter*d Bi- 
ſhopricks and Livings to be ſold by 
Auction ; in which kind of Traffick 
ſometimes he made uſe of his Brothers 
and Nephews tor his Factors, and ma- 
ny times he {old them himſelf to thoſe 
that bid moſt, and received the Mo- 
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T 
ney with his own hands; fometimes he 
would transfer a Benefice to a fecond 
Chapman that offer'd a better *price , 
after he had received Money for 1t of 
the firſt , alledging that he had no 
wrong done him, who would have 
cheated him by paying ieis for it than 
it was worth; and would force the 
Purchaſers moſt impioully to {wear tat 
they had not procur'd thote Livings, for 
which he himſelf had taken the Money, 
by any Simoniacal Contratt, Befide 
theſe Spoils of the Church, he extorted 
Money even from the Poor, whoie Pe- 
titions he refas'd to ſubſcribe unlels they 
would pay him for them a Flozez each, 
which he valued more than the iacred 
Rites of Chriſtianity, or evea his own 
Soul : for in the time of Divine Service 
he us'd to ask thoſe that were about him 
whether any body were there that had 
brought him any thing; and a few 
hours before he dy'd, when one asK'd 
him how he dig, he an{wer*d, he {Roild 
be wel] if he had but Money. 

But though he was generally Jiated 
and abhorr'd for theſe ſordid Practices, 
yet the Lawyers defended him, main- prfended Ly 
taining that rhe Pope was not guilty of 7 Lanyers.

That King ſent 
our Henry 
Ambaſſader to 
the French 
King and Dake 
of Burgur;dy.

He came to Lezceſter upon the ac- 
count of the Parliament which the X\;zg 
had call'd there, that he might conlille 
with his Prelates, Lords and Commons 
about making new Laws, raiſing Mo- 
ney, and the State of the Kingdom 1a 
general. In this Parliament the Arch- 
biſhop by his great Wiſdom averted a 
terrible Storm trom the Church, which 
was rais'd againſt it by the envy of 
the Nobility and Commonalty at the 
Wealth of the Prelates, which had 
ſhewed it ſelf at ſeveral times during 
the Reign of Hezry the Fourth , but 
now ſeem'd to red them more 
nearly in this new Government, For 
ten years before this in a Parliament 
holden at Coventry in the Year 1404. 
when King Hexry the Fourth demanded 
Money of them fog his Wars with the 
Scots, the Welſh, the Bretons, the Flem- 
zngs, and the French, the Houſe of Com- 
ons replied , that there was no other 
way of ſupplying the neceſlities of the 
Publick, but by diminiſhing the excel- 
ſive Wealth of the Clergy ; and that 
{uch was the Condition of the People 
of Ezz2land, that they not only advanc'd 

Money 
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Money continually for the Service of 
the War, but alſo expos'd their perſons 
to the common Enemy, while the Cler- 
gy ſtaid at home, and neither ſerv'd their 
Country with their Perſons, nor their 
Eſtates. To this Thomas Arundel Arch» Whilt the 
biſhop of Canterbury , briskly replied, © _ 
That the Clergy granted Tenths oftner je wekyy Led 
than the Lairy did Fifteenths, and that id Ffteenh;, 
more of their Tenants and Domefticks *< 
{erv'd in the Wars, than of thoſe of the 
Nobility, beſide their Prayers which 
they pour'd out to God day and night for 
the proſperity of the Kingdom. And 
preſently turning bimſelf ro the K7zzg, 
he fell upon his Knees, and beſoughr 
him that he would be mindful of his 
Oath by which he had ſolemnly promis'd which conſide-

To which Thomas Archbiſhop of Carter- 
bury again replied, That the Commons 
did not deſire the Lands of the Clergy tq 
enrich the Exchequer, bur to repair 
their own Fortunes, which were waſted 
by their Prodigality out of the rich 
Spoils of the Church ; as it had for- 
merly happened to the Monaſteries in 
France, which in the Wars between the 
Exeliſh and the Frepch were brought 
into the Treaſury, out of which (laid 
he) the King has not now ſo much as a 
Noble left. Ar that time alſo the King 
rejeted the Petition of rhe Commons , 
whether it were that he fezrd an cter- 
nal Infamy would attend him if he 
ſhould rob the Church, or becauſe he 


thought that the Promoters of this De- 
{ign 
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ſign were ſecret Fayourers of the Do- 
Arine of John Wickliff, to which he had 
always 4 Erear averiion. 
From t 
Heary the Fourth, there was nothing at- 
temprced againſt the Church. Bur in 
this Parliament at Leiceſter, the Houſe 
of Commons In an Addreſs petition'd the 
new King, that their demands againſt 
the Clergy which were repreſented four 
years ago, might he taken 1 into conſjde- 
ration again, and voted in both Houſes. 
The Archbiſhop was extremely troubled 
at this; for he was very ſollicitous thar 
the Church ſhould receive no prejudice 
under his Government ; his greateſt fear 
aroſe from the conſideration of rhe 
King's Youth, which is generally ben: 
upon haſty Deſigns and Innovations. 
Having therefore communicated this 
Afﬀair to the Biſhops, it was determin*d 
by them that the C/:r2y ſhauld offer the 
King 2 great Sum of ' ray and excite 
him to make war with the Freach, and 
to aſſert his Title ro that Crown, which 
falling to Edward the Second by Mar- 
riage, was by him tranſmitted to his 
Succeſſors.

Now ozr Kings claim'd the Crown of 
France by this Title, Charles the Fair 
king of Frazce, who was the only ſur- 
viving Male-Heir of the Line of Philip 
the Fair, his Father dying without Ifſue, 
Edward the Third King of England, Son 
to Edward the Second by 1/4be//a, Daugh- 
ter of Philip the Fair, by his Ambaſla- 
dors demanded the Crown of Fraxce of 
the Eſtates of that Kingdom, as next of 
kin to Philip the Fair his Mother's Fa- 
ther, and Charles his Unkle. Oa the 
other ſide, Philip de Valois , Son to 
Charles de Valots, who was Brother to 
Philip the Fair, maintained that he was 
next Heir by right of Succeſſion, as 
Coulin German to the late King Charles 
the Fair, whereas Edward claim'd only 
12 right of his Mother, as being Grand- 
ion to Philip the Fair by his Daughter, 
and Nephew to Charles the Fair by is 
Siſter ; which Claim was contrary to. 
the Laws and Conſtitutions of Fraxce, 
by which the Crown is to deſcend upon 
the Male-line only ; alledging the words 


of the Salick Law, thar no Woman 
{hould 
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ſhould inheric in Sa/i:k Land, which 
Salick Land he afftirm'd to be rhe King- 
dom of France. The French therefore 
rejeted King Edward's Claim, and ac- 
knowledg'd Philip for their King, 
whereupon Edward preſently aflum'd 
the Title of King of France, which our 
Kings have us'd ever fince ; and having 
invaded. France ſucceſsfully, he left rhe 
Quarrel entail'd upon his Succeſlors, to- 
gether with rhe Crown of Emglazd. 
Aﬀter him Richard the Second, a weak 
Prince, defifted wholly from the War 
with the French; and Hepry the Fourth, 
though he were a Valiant Prince, yet 
being taken up partly with the Rebel}: 
ons of the Welch, and partly with the 
Inteſtine Diviſions of his own Nobility, 
he could not employ the whole Force of 
the Kingdom againſt them. Bur 1n 
Henry the Fifth all opportunities con- 
curr'd for carrying on the War, a vi- 
gorous Age, a great Courage, Riches 
and Peace at home. Beflide which, the 
Archbiſhop was of opimon, 'that the 
fierce and reſtleſs Diſpoſition of the 
Young King ought to be eniploy'd in

Where- 
upon the Legate putting on the Pontifi- 
cal Robes, and fitting in the Papal 
Chair, as repreſenting the Perſon of 
Gregory, read his Commiſſion publickly, 
and reſign'd the Papacy. 

Benedict allo being deſerted by Ferd:- 
and King, of Arragoy, who had hither- 
to obey'd him, by the Sentence of the 
Council was divelted of the Popedom.

Our of them 
were cholen the Biſhops of Londop, Bath, 
Worceſter and Litchfield, with the Abbot

In this Synod ailo Robert Glbert 
Dotor of Divinity and Warden of Mer- 
ton College, in a long and eloquent Ora-

Solemnity, and nam'd Hexry. His God- windſor. 
fathers were Johz Duke of Bedfora, Re- 
gent of Exeland, and Henry Biſhop of 
Wizcheſter , the King's Uncle ; and his 
Godmother was Jaquel/ize Counteſs of 
Holland, Afterwards, when he came to 
the Crown, he us'd to call the Archbi- 
ſhop Godfather, and always paid him a 
great deal of reſpect. 
_ TInthebeginning of Apri/, 1422. the 1422. 
Queer being recover'd of her lying in, The Queer re- 
was condutted into France to the Kjng 49 £9 
by the Duke of Bedford, and FHumphry © 
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Duke of G/ocefter was left Regent in 
Enoland. 

The time was now at hand in which 
another General Council was to be held 
according to the Decree of the ® Coun- 
cil of Conſtance, by which it was ordain'd 
that at the end of five years a Council 
ihould be calld, ſeven years after that 
another, and fo every ten years Con- 
ſtantly. It was now the fifth year ſince 
the diſſolution of the Council of Cop- 
ftance, whereupon this Year Pope Mar- 
tin pitch'd upon Pavia for the place of 
tlzeir Seflton. 

In Ezeland the Archbiſhop calld a 
Synod of the Province of Carterbary at 
Londoa on the 4 of Anenft, in which

His 7enets were theſe : That 
God alone was to be invok'd by the Prayers 
of the Faithful ; that that Worſhip was 
aue to Chriſt himſelf aot upon the account 
of his Human Nature, but of his Divine 
Nature only ; that it was not lawful to 
pray to Saints, or any other created Being 
that thoſe that offer d Gifts to the Image 
of the Croſs, or of the Saints were guilty 
of Idolatry; that a Monaſtick Life was 
contrary to the Inſtitutions of Chriſt ; 
that the Adminiſtration of Civil Afﬀairs 
and all Secular Government was forbidden 
to Prieſts by Chriſt himſelf ; aud that mas 
2y of thoſe Opinions that were condemn'd 
a5 impious by the Council of Conſtance, 
were Orthodox. All "theſe Afertions 
were referr'd by the Archbiſhop as 
Judge 1n this Aﬀair, to the four Orders 
of Mendicant Fryers, Who were to Cex- 
amine whether they were agreable to 
the Holy Scriptures, and the Senſe of 
the Fathers ; and the Lawyers were or- 
der'd to conſider what puniſhment was 
to be inflicted on one relapſed into "_ 
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reſy. The Divines deliver'd their Opi- 
nion,, That the Texets maintain'd by 
him were z2p70#5, and contrary to the 
Holy Scriptures and the Decrees of the 
Charch of Rome. As to matter of Law, 
William Lynaewood, Oficial of the Court 
of Arches, Thomas Brown, Dean of the

He alſo gave Two hundred Marks to 
the publick Cheſt of the Univerſity , 
which he orderd to be kept by three 
Maſters of Arts, two Regents and one 
Non-regent, who were to be choſen 
yearly, and were bound by an Oath to 
the fairhſul diſcharge of that Truſt, out 
of which the Univerſlity might borrow 
tor the publick ute Five Pounds, every 
particular College Five Marks, a Maſter 
of Arts Forty Shillings, a Licentiate or 
Batchelour Two Marks, and an Under- 
graduate One; with this Condition , 
That every one {ſhould depoſite a ſuffi- 
cient Pawn, which, if the Money were 
not repaid within a Month, was to be 
forſeited. | 

He alſo did the Univerſity a fignal 
piece of ſervice by that Decree, which 
we mention'd before, concerning the 
beſtowing Benefices upon thoſe only 
that had taken Degrees which was 
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made by the Synod at his interceſſion. 
For they eſteem'd it as a ſingular kinc- 
neſs, and often " return'd him thanks up- 
on this account wich rhe higheſt exprel- 
ſons of gratitude ; for before rhis Cor- 
{titution was made, Men, though they 
had atiain'd to the knowledge of all 
Sciences, {pent their whote Lite 1n the 
Univerſity. Theſe and many other Fa- 
vours conferr'd by him upon the Uni- 
verlity , are honourably mention'd by 
them 1n their Letters ; and that the me- 
mory of them might remain for ever, 
it was ordaind by a * publick Decree, 
that his Name ſhould be regiſter'd 
among their Benefactors, ana read eve- 
ry Year 1n the Publick Schools by the 
Chaplain of the Univerſity, and that a 
iolemn Maſs {hould be faid for him on 
the Anniverſary of his Death. 


All this was juſtly due to him, who had 
increasd the glory of the Univerſity by 
the foundation of two Colleges, and b 
lo many publick BenefaQtions, befide his 
private Charities to many poor Stu- 
dents, to whom he allow'd yearly Sti- 
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pends, as appears out of his private 
Accounts. 

Beſide this, he very much adorn'd his 
Cathedral Church of Canterbury ; he 
there laid out a great deal of Money in 
repairing Chriſt's Church, and building 
a Library and Steeple ; he alſo gave a 
great many Jewels and Ornaments to 
that Church, and furmi{h'd the Library 
with many valuableBooks in all kinds of 
Learning ; which are all reckxon'd up in 
a publick Inſtrument made by the Prior 
and Monks of Cazxterbary, and deſcrib'd 
among the publick Acts of that Church; 
in which they promiſe on their part 
that his Body ſhou'd be laid 1n the Tomb 
that he had caus'd to be built on the 
North ſide of the Chancel, and that no 
one beſide ſhould ever be buried in that 
place, which they and their Succeſlors 
would take care to ſee perform'd. 

He alſo gave very liberally toward 
phe building of Croydoy Church, and 
Rocheſter Bridge. TI omit the reſt of his 
BenetaCtions, left the enumeration of 
every {maller Deed oi Charity ſhould 
ſeem to detract from the glory of his 
more Illuſtrious Actions.
